OLatlu American countries. 


Mezico in Mind. . 


With the Mexican situation uppermost 


in the president's mind at this time his 
address was interpreted as an arraign- 
ment of those financial influences which 
-it had been charged have secured in 
eoine cases recognition for the Huerta 
.government. 
The president 
declared 


that it would be. the duty of the United 
States to . assist the nations of this 
hemisphere in an emancipation 
from 


'the material interests of other nations 
so they might enjoy constitutional lib- 
erty unrestrained. 


The president spoke extemporaneous- 


"I came," he. said, "not to speak for 


.'the south,, because the' soutn has' the 


gift of speaking for herself. I came here 
because I' :Tvould speak of our Present 
and 
pfbgressiTe--relations- with, 
our 


neighbors ;to the. south. • 


Future to Be Different 


"The .future is going to be very dif- 


ferent for this hemisphere from the. 
past. Those 'states lying to the south 
which hare always been our neighbors 
will be drawn closer to. .each other by 
common ties of understanding. In^er- 
ests do not tie nations together, it some- 
times separates them. 
But • sympathy 


and understanding do bind them to- 
gether. 
You tear of concessions to 


foreign capital in, Latin America but 
you don't hear of concessions to for- 
eign capital in the United States. They 
are not granted concessions. 
They are 


invited to make investments. It is an 
invitation not a privilege and states 
that are obliged to grant concessions are 
in the condition. that foreign interests 


- 
are apt to dominate their domestic af- 


- fairs. 


"Such a condition of affairs is apt to 


become intolerable. And it' is emanci- 
pation from this . inevitable subordina- 
tion which we deem it our duty to aa- 
eist in. 


"Their self respect, their achievements 


• 
in spite of these difficulties 
deserve 


nothing but the admiration and applause 
of the world. I rejoice in nothing so 
much as that they will be emancipated 


. nnd we ought to be the first in taking 


• part in assisting in that emancipation."

Dawson, If. M., Oct. 27.—Rescuers 


were still 
working 
today to remove 


bodies of the dead in mine Xo. 2, of the 
Stag C«non Fuel company. 


Practically every accessible body had 


been removed this morning, bringing tho 
total niur'— of recovered bodies up to 
182. 


Of the seven dead which had been 


brought from the mine since midnight, 
not one was identified. The task of iden- 
tification is momentarily growing more 
diSicult and it is believed that of the 
101 bodies remaining in the mine today, 
few will ever bo identified. 


By noon today 132 of the victims of 


the Stng Canon mine. No. 2, disaster had: 
been buried. The major portion of the 
bodies now being recovered are in such 
condition that they t-jinnot be shipped 
or laid out in the morgue for public fu- 
neral service as was the case with the 
first two score. 
Health officers are us- 


ing vigilance to see that the sanitation 
of the town is not impaired. 
Rescue 


men who bring the bodies from bhe mine 
are subjected to disinfectants after each 
trip. Bides are taken to tho cemeteries 
directly from the temporary morgue at 
the mine, and if identification is possi- 
ble members of the dead miners' fam- 
ilies are not permitted to -view them. 
Danger from fire passed last night when 
air currents were directed into every 
room of the. workings and no smolders 
were found. 
Government mine experts 


will remain in Dawson for two or three 
weeks in an effort to determine posi- 
tively the cause and the nature of the 
disaster. 


The Red Cross, the Salvation Army 


and the Stag Canon Fuel company at 
once will begin their efforts to arrange 
the affairs of the dead miners' families.

Mrs. Eaton Describes ;Hbw 
She Knew Husband Was 


Using Opium. 


IS CALM UNDER FIRE 


Plymouth, Mass., Oct. 27.—Mrs. Jen- 


nie May Eaton resumed the stand for 
cross examination tbday'in her trial for 
the murder of her husband, Rear Ad- 
miral Eaton. As the principal -witness 
in her own defense Mrs. Eaton was on 
the stand for six hours last Saturday 
and under the guidance of her attorney, 
William Morse, told a story of tender 
care for her husband and consistent de- 
votion to him. 


She denied that «he had given him 


poison and testified that his frequent 
dabbling with subtle drugs and persist- 
ent liquor drinking had taxed her and 
made her .fear for her life. Today Dis- 
trict Attorney Baker led her over this 
story, dissecting it in an effort to find 
some flaw which would strengthen the 
government's contention that she gave 
the admiral a beverage containiing a 
deadly poison.

Asked how she knew her husband was 


using drugs, Mrs. Eaton said: 


"I had luncheon one day in Chicago 


and I was looking out of the window 
when I saw a peculiar white smoke, 
like steam from a locomotive. I said 
to myself, 'goodness can it be possible 
that Joe is in Chicago?' Then I found 
that the smoke came from the pipe of 
a Chinaman who was smoking opium. I 
knew by that that the admiral smoked 
opium."

Disappeared. 


WHOLE FAMILY &ONE 


Kingston, Mo., Oct 24.—After twenty 


years of gossip, theorizing and discus-1 


sion regarding the disappearance of tho 
family of .James McMillan, one-time pro- 
bat* judgo of CWdwell county, the of- 
fioials of the county are to take steps 
to trace their present whereabouts in the 
hope of disposing of farm and town 
property owned by them and upon which 
taxes have been left unpaid tinea they 
disappeared. The property is now de- 
serted and has been long regarded as 
haunted. 


The dropping out of sight of Judge Mc- 


Millan, and the subsequent disappeaance 
of his family at various times provided a 
mystery that has. never been solved. 
Leaving the county court house one even- 
: ing the judge, at that time serving his 
third term in the probate court, and re 
rated one of the wealthiest men in the 
:ounty, stopped t-c talk with his most 
intimate friend,. Thomas Laidlaw. 


"I think that I will go back to Scotland 


some day, Tom," he said. "I am 65 years 
old and have been away a long time, but 
I have honestly grown homesick." He 
and Laidlaw parted a few moments later, 
and Judge McMillan was never seen 
again by his family or any one in tho 
county. He did not leave by tho nearest 
railroad spur, it-was found, nor had be 
hired any vehicle to take him ' from. 
Kingston. 


He abandoned a lucrative law prac 


tice, his position as judge, two splendit 
homes and a farm outside the town, lira 
its. It was found that lie had a large 
account in a local bank made over to his 
wife, and all of the property had Ion. 
been in her name. He had no debts am 
no enemies. 


For a time Mrs. McMillan lived quietl) 


at one of the town homes. She reccivc( 
no word from her husband and inquirie 
in Scotland proved that he had not be!;i 
seen there, and that no word from hin 
had ever been received by his relative: 
there.

sell all of her belongings for cash.' The 
sales were held at different homes owned 
by her, and then she and her

daughters disapepared as had the father 
and sons. 


The real estate belonging to the fam- 


ily had not been disposed of and no pro- 
vision was ever made for its sale. The 
town houses have since been occupied 
rent free by any one who cared to live

Exchange, 


with the monetary side at present being 
to the advantage of the opera house. 
From an original stock value of -$30,nOO, 
a parterre box has risen until its worth 
is estimated at from §100.000 to $120,- 
000, 
whereas the best price in recent, 


years for a seat on the Stock Exchange 
has been in the vicinity of $50,000.

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Controversy Over Indian's 


Death Recalls Visit to 


Oklahoma. 


WHO KILLED CHIEF? 


Oklahoma City, Oct. 27. -The renewal 


ot the controversy as to who killed Te- 
enmseh. the famous Indian war chief, re- 
call* the fact that Tecumseh visited 
Oklahoma when he wa strying to organ- 
lie his vast confederation, embracing all 
of the Indian tribes of the Great Lakes. 
Mississippi 
Valley 
and 
Gulf 
Coast 


regions, with which he was endeavoring 
to check the onward rush of the whites 
and to prevent the establishment of any 
further white settlements in the middle 
"wtst. 


In Oklahoma in 1811. 


It iras in the spring of 1811 that Te- 


,cum»eh came to tie village of the Oaage 
.• chief, Claxmont, near the historic Clare- 
.' more mound in Rogers county, Oklahoma. 


He was accompanied by his brother, "The 
Prophet." The latter is described as 
having been a man of commanding pres- 
ence and an eloquent orator, yet so pro- 
found was the impression made upon the 
Osages by the words of Tecumseh that 
they scarcely noticed his brother, "The 
Prophet," at all. 
' Tecumseh was an impassioned orator 
and it was reported at the time that the 
natural sympathies of the Osages went 
out to him. However, all of their deal- 
ings had been with tha French traders 
from St. Louis, by whom they had al- 
ways been kindly treated. Those traders 
were all loyal Americans at that time, BO 
that tho weight of their influence was 
against Tecumseh and his ambitious de- 
signs. The Osages therefore declined to 
join Tecumseh. 


Advocated the Referendum. 


Tecumseh was probably the most re- 


markable Indian of whom history takes 
account. His twin brother, tho prophet, 
•whose name was Tensquatawa, claimed 
to have been inspired by a message, from 
the Master of Life, in which all of the 
Indians were directed to band themselves 
together to resist the further advanc* of 
white settlements. 
Tecumseh not only 


believed and adopted hit brother1! teach- 
ings, but his own magnetic and per- 
suasive eloquence gave to them an. added 
force and influence. 


Tecumseh always disputed tho y»ttdlty 


rif the treaties by which the government 
had purchased the land of Ohio and In- 
diana from the Indians. He claimed that 
they were not binding upon the Indians 
for the mason that only the chiefs had 
entersd into such agreement!, th» war- 
riors not being consulted at all, having 
thus advocated the doctrine of a practical 
referendum long before the white men 
of America ever dreamed of iudh * sys- 
tem. 


The battle of Tippecanoe, which oc- 


curred about six month* after Tecum- 
seh'g visit to ths Oiagw, really spoiled 
nil of his plans for a confederation of 
the Indian tribe*. He continued to labor 
for that end until the outbreak of the 
war of 1813, when ht espoused th» cause 
of the British and was commissioned a 
•liriga'dier general in the army of King 
Ucorge. Hie career ended with lls death 
i.t the battle of the Thamu, when he 
v.-as still in the prime of life, bliag ihen 
.iliout 48 years old.

Dispute Distinction of Killing Him! 
Col. R. M. Johnson, of Louisville, Ky., 


has always been given the credit tor kill- 
ing Tecumseb, and was elected vlo» presi- 
dent of the United States In 1838 largely 
on the strength of that record, but the 
claim is now disputed by Dr. ft. L Spurr, 
of Lexington, Ky., who says that accord- 
ing to the story told by his tmele, Rich- 
ard Spurr, a surviTor of the famous bat- 
tle, it was Col. William Whitley and not 
Col. Johnson who killed Tecumseh. Tho 
elder Spurr and Col. Whitley were mem- 
bers of a party of volunteers detailed to 
start the Indians out of the woods. In 
'a" hand-to-hand combat Whitley killed 
two Indians, being killed by the second 
one, who shot just as he did. Sptrrr later 
recovered Whltley's body and aho took 
in the bodies of the two Indians he 
killed. 
The second one, he said, was 


identified by Gen. Harrison, who knew 
him well, aa being that of Tecumseh. 


Tecumseh's name is preserved in Okla- 


homa in the name of the county seat of 
Pottawatomie county, where a band of 
Shawnee Indians, led by 
Tecumseh'a 


grandson, Wapameepto, better known in 
Oklahoma as Big Jim, lived many years.
